WEST LIBERTT, KT, 
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.MORGAN HAS A (TI.VNCE TO DOl BLE 
ITS RCRAL INCOME 

Filty t.nousand sheep grazing on Morgan’s 
rolling pastures would present a pastoral coun¬ 
tryside, warm to the heart of everyone. And, 
too, 50,00C sheep would produce cash income 
equal to the county’s 2'i million-dollar burley 
tobacco income. 

Good ewes produce more than I'a lambs a 
year—and 75,000 spring lambs at prevailing 
prices would bring 2^'4 million dollars. Lambs 
are quoted on markets this week at $30 a hun¬ 
dred. In addition, wool at 35c to 51c a pound 
would bring in a considerable sum—enough, 
sheep growers tell us, to pay the keep of the 
sheep. 

Sheep population has steadily decreased in 
America the past decade, while cattle population 
has increased nearly 20*;:. making sheep the 
profit-producing livestock. And this situation 
will not be changed in a few years. Spring 
lambs are selling at premium prices while cattle 
have dropped about $10 a hundred. 

Sheep are the natural complement to burley 
tobacco in a rolling countryside of good clay soil. 
Morgan farmers, when they visit the Bluegrass 
section of Central Kentucky, see flocks of hun¬ 
dreds of sheep grazing on $500-an-acre Bluegrass 
land. Certainly, i fsheep can be raised profitably 
on such costly land in Central Kentucky, flocks 
would be profitable on Morgan’s rolling country¬ 
side. 

Morgan pastureland is considerably less 
costly than Bluegrass land, yet the deep clay soil 
here is better in some respects than Central 
Kentucky’s shallow clay. Most of Morgan lies 
in the outer limestone belt and is underlaid with 
a deep strata of limestone. The clay soil is 
deeper and thus it withstands drouth better than 
Central Kentucky soil. 

Realizing the possibilities offered by sheep 
raising, the Kentucky Experiment Station in 
cooperattion with the State Department of Agri¬ 
culture, the Bluegrass Association and the Lex¬ 
ington Chamber of Commerce, has inaugurated 
a program to double the State’s lamb and wool 
production by 1960. To start the program off, a 
sheep festival is being planned for June 15 in 
Lexington. 

Morgan county would do well to commence 
sheep production on a large scale. We know of 
no cither rural enterprise that offers such large 
and quick cash returns. The county already has 
considerable piastureland—enough, most observ¬ 
ers say, to handle 50,000 sheep. Only fencing is 
needed to start the enterprise. The problem of 
marauding dogs would take care of itself when 
a sufficient number of our farmers get flocks of 
sheep and exert concerted pressure to have the 
dog law enforced. 

Bluegrass sheep growers for years have im¬ 
ported western blackface ewes annually from 
the West to breed to Southdown rams. This 
cross produces the best spring lambs for Ken¬ 
tucky, R. C. Miller of the Kentucky Experiment 
Station, says. However, western blackface ewes 
arc scare at this time due to a hard winter in 
Wyoming and Montana and other producing 
states. Miller, writing in the Progressive Farmer 
this month, advises Kentucky growers to buy 
blackface ewe lambs in the west in September 
and October and rough them through the winter 
for breeding next year. He says there is always 
a plentiful supply of blackface lambs in the 
west in Sepjitember and October. The cost of 
western liambs,, too, is not so high as yearling 
ewes. 

Morgan already is rated the best agricultural 
county in the mountains, due mainly to its 2 V 4 
million dollar burley income. Add 50,000 ewes 
to its burley farming and catkle grazing, and 
add also dairying and strawberry production and 
there would be no labor surplus, and our farmers 
could more than double their present income. 

Morgan not only can be the best farming 
county in the mountains, but farmers here can 
live as handsomely as Bluegrass farmers when 
they add sheep, dairying and strawberries. 


FIGHT FOR THE THREE R't 

Kentuckians are known far and wide as a 
fighting lot. We thrive on competition, be it a 
political campaign or a horse race; and we are 
good at outdoing others when it comes to ora¬ 
tory, especially when discussing the merits of 
bluegrass, horseflesh, and politics. But when 
the conversational trend touches upon the subject 
of edticatinn, we shut up, unclench our fists, and 
replace our fighting-frowns with a wamed-over 
smile tbat says, "Hate to change the subject, but 
did you see the way that horse ran in the 
stretch.” We leave the burden of excusing our 
ignorance to the minority. These few are taking 
tg) the fight and are gradually upping our status 
on the educational ladder. We’ve fou^t our 
battles with the Indians and with the Yankees, 
but let us not grow weary in the tight for edu¬ 
cation. And let us do our fighting with true 
Kentucky spirit, fortified with a vision of edu¬ 
cation for all our people not heretofore known. 

Educationally .speaking, we are not at the 


bottom uf the ladder, but neither are we at the 
top—not nearly to the top. While we go about 
making bids for tourist trade, for industry, let us 
speak up loudly for education. Kentuckians do 
not like being last at any good thing. 

It would seem there should be strict enforce¬ 
ment of school attendance laws; it would seem 
that our government, instead of rejecting poten¬ 
tial serv’icemen because of illiteracy would be 
doing humanity great and good service by ac¬ 
cepting illiterates for military training and along 
with this training give them the fundamentals 
of education: it would seem, considering the 
appaling number of adults who cannot read a.nd 
write, ;iiat a revival of the famous ‘•.Moonlight 
Schools” of several years back would go far 
toward filling this educational gap. 

Actually, it is not so much the wish for top 
billing in education that makes us strong on the 
subject, but it is the desire to see everyone use 
God-given talents to help them live more fully— 
talents that cannot be employed where educa¬ 
tion is missing. 


INDERST.AXDIN'G -AND LOVE 

We are advised in the Bible to love neighbor 
as ourselves. Yet without understanding, love is 
impossible. An effort must be made to know 
our neighbor, to realize that he is faced with 
the same sort of problems, motivated by the 
same desires, subject to the same limits of joy 
and despair which affect our own lives. 

It is easy to grow impatient with our neigh¬ 
bors. whether they be the people who live across 
the street or people who IK-e across the world. 
They do not behave as we wish they might: 
somotimes their actions or words annoy or hurt 
us. their customs or traditions are different from 
our own and make us wonder whether or not 
they really arc our neighbors. 

Love and understanding go hand in hand. If 
we know why people behave as they do we mat- 
find it easier to excuse the things about them 
that trouble us. We may discover that what 
they are doing is what we would do in their 
place. It is even possible that they are right and 
and that we are out of step. Godliness and love 
live among good neighbors. Peace and content¬ 
ment is there. 


RELLABLE RULE OF LIFE 

Years ago when youngsters started school 
one of the first things they learned to do was to 
use a ruler to draw a straight line. On some 
of these rulers was printed the simple legend. 
"Do unto others as you would have others do 
unto you.’ Some of the methods of teaching 
have changed with the years but we like to 
believe that the philosophy of the Golden Rule 
still underlies all the things taught the young 
people in our schools. 

People today are more sophisticated than 
they were a few decades ago. Mottos and say¬ 
ings are not invested with the same importance 
that they once were. Yet evry day in the pa¬ 
pers we read of efforts by good mento find 
formulas to accomplish certain things in every¬ 
day li\’ing. Diplomats seek a formula for the 
end of the fighting in Korea and for a lasting 
peace: labor and management seek a formula by 
which they can cooperate to end strikes and en¬ 
sure industrial goodwill: men in public life seek 
codes of ethics for public servants so that those 
on whom the public trust is laid will serve it 
honestly and well. 

I<t is proper that men should look for new 
ways to live together better. But perhaps if 
these goals of seeking men are ever reached it 
will be discovered that the simple truth of the 
Golden Rule is what they were looking for all 
along. Certainly no harmony among men on 
any level is possible unless that rule is in effect.

HISTORY OF QUICKS.ALL 
FAJHLY IN' MORG.AN 

Licking Valley Courier— 

The following may be of in¬ 
terest to some of the older citi¬ 
zens of Morgan county, relative 
to my ancestry. 

Jonathan E r a s t u s Quicksall 
came from France, about 1775 
and settled near Richmond, Vir¬ 
ginia. He married Mrs. Sarah 
Richards, a young widow (her 
maiden name was Clark). To 
them were bom six sons and 
three daughters. 

Some years later the family 
moved to Tazwell County, Va. 

The third son, James Quicksall, 
was born March 3, 1811. James 
became a minister in the Primi¬ 
tive Baptist church, and married 
a Mrs. Matilda Steele, mother of 
J. Wilkerson Steele, well known 
and beloved citizen of Morgan 
County. Her maiden name was 
Claypool, and she was the sister 
of John of Little Caney Creek, 
and also sister of Burdine Clay- 
fKJol of Eizel. 

Rev. James and Matilda Quick¬ 
sall and family moved from Vir¬ 
ginia to Morgan County, Ky. in 
about 1847. They located on Ca¬ 
ney Creek, near West Liberty. 
Their children were: Jonathan 
E. Quicksall, Rebecca Quicksall 
Davis. John Wallace Quicksall. 
and Burkett Quicksall (died in 
youth). 

Jonathan E. Quicksall married 
Anne Henry, a sister to “Big” 
Lewis Henry, Paulina Henry 
Kendall, and Sarah J. Henry 
Maxey. They were all highly re¬ 
spect^ citizens and well known 
in West Liberty. 

Jonathan E. Quicksall served 
as a soldier in die Army of the 
Southern Confederacy for three 
and a half years durii^ the Civil 
War. He was a progressive citi¬ 
zen. The years 1889-1890. he 
represented the district composed 
of Morgan, Magoffin and Breaith- 
itt counties in formulating the 
present Constitution of Kentucky. 
Their children of six sons and 
three daughters lived to good age 
and were-Lj. L. Quicksall, J. F. 
Quicksall, Joe Quicksall, Sarah 
Ellen Quicksall Swango, Curtis 
Quicksall, Ben Quicksall, Mattie 
Quicksall Bishop, Florence Quick¬ 
sall Cecil, William W. Quicksall. 

Each of the nine children be¬ 
came teachers. 

Now I, W. W. Quicksall, am 
the youngest of the family and 
only survivor, at the age of 75. 

I could give from my records 
and memory a greait deal of in- 
formattion about the Cla 3 q>oolt, 
Henrys, Steeles and other grand 
old citizens of Morgan county, 
but time and space forbids such 
at this time. 

I have many happy memories 
of friends and relatives of years

Because his name is Wesley, a 
Corbin, Ky., minister has been 
awarded a free trip to Philadelphia 
June 36-28 to attend the world¬ 
wide Methodist convocation on 
evangelism. 

The Rev. Ralph G. Wesley, pas¬ 
tor of the First Methodist Church 
in Corbin, will go as a sjaecial dele¬ 
gate of the Methodist Board of 
Evangelism, Nashville, Tenn. 

The convocation will commemo¬ 
rate the 250th birthday anniversary 
I of John Wesley, British founder of 
Methodism. He had no children, 
but the Rev. Ralph Wesley’s line¬ 
age goes back to England. 

In its search for Wesleys the 
church board found five ministers 
with that surname on Methodist 
rolls. However, three are retired 
and the fourth is not yet ordained. 

More than 5,000 ministerial and 
lay delegates across the countiy, 
as well as churchmen from abroad, 
will attend the meeting. Methodists 
of the Philadelphia area are ex¬ 
pected to swell the crowd to 65,000 
for an outdoor mass rally. 

The convocation will initiate a 
series of local and regional evan¬ 
gelistic campaigns by Methodist 
churches.

President Adlai E. Stevenson. 

"Morgan County is located in 
the mid-section of Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky at the crossroads of Ky. 7 
and U. S. 460. It has an all-white 
population of 13,624 with over 
75 percent of its people living 
on farms. 

"For further information on 
the county, allow us to quote 
from the booklet. 

“ ‘Morgan people are scions of 
English and Scotch-Irish stock 
that name to America not so 
muoh ’to escape religious persecu¬ 
tion as to obtain land. To this 
day their descendants are inde¬ 
pendent landowners. Many early 
settlers had fought in the Revolu¬ 
tion under General Daniel Mor¬ 
gan of Winchester, Va. in the 
victory Carlton at the Battle of 
the Cowpens. It was but natural 
that when they organized a coun¬ 
ty in 1323 they should name it 
after their gallant leader. 

“ ‘Morgan along with Floyd and 
Breathitt counties support^ the 
Confederacy in the Civil War. 
Col. A. J. May recriuted Com¬ 
panies A, B, and C, and parts of 
D and E companies of the Fifth 
Kentucky Regiment from Morgan 
—a larger quota than was fur¬ 
nished by any other county, popu¬ 
lation considered. They later 
were incorporated in the Orphans 
Brigade and in the fighting from 
Chickamauga to Atlanta lost more 

as referred to in a recent issue of 
your paper, by the larte George 
Fannin, at the time I called on 
him when he was your County 
Clerk. I oan verify that incident 
as being correct, which I read 
through the kindness of my dear 
friends, Scott and Lula McClure, 
who take your good paper and 
now live in DeLand, Florida. 

I remember vividly another 
incident that occurred in West 
Liberty when I was a boy. Clar¬ 
ence Maxey, Will Gevedon, Dr. 
Volncy Nickell, Boyd Cole and 
perhaps others I do not now re¬ 
call, and I bought a very large 
watermelon and devoured it in 
front of the “old” courthouse. 

I oan also remember crossing 
Licking River there on the ferry 
boat in the year 1883. Who can 
remember the Burns Mill on the 
river bank and the muddy roads 
in West Liberty. 

In closing let me say Morgan 
County has been and still is one 
of the most progressive in all the 
state. 

Allow me to extend best wishes 
to all who care to read this ar¬ 
ticle and to The Licking Valley 
Courier.

“A LEAR.NED MAN. THIS 
FELLOW’ J. M. GEVEDON” 

When J. Monroe Gevedon end¬ 
ed his genealogy of the Carter 
family at the DAR unveiling in 
Old Grassy cemetery Sunday, he 
did so by quoting an unpublished 
verse of Gray’s Elegy Written in 
A Country Church Yard.

He said he loved the poem 
so much he urged Ms wife, on a 
recent trip to England, to visit the 
Stokes-Poges Qiurch wtiere Gray 
wrote the poem, which she did 
and made many pictures of it. 
“But I never had heard that (here 
were some unpublished verses,” 
he said, adding, “I wonder where 
Mr. Gevedon found them, or how 
he learned about them.” 

The unpublished verse by Gray 
that Mr. Gevedon used so ap¬ 
propriately in closing his address 
foUws>— 

"Hark! how the holy calm that 
breaths around 
Bids every fierce tumultous 
passion cease; 

In s^l small accents whisper¬ 
ing from the ground

RURAL SCHOOLS 
60 YEARS AGO 

Rural school teaching in East¬ 
ern Kentucky 60 years ago was 
described recently in “Reminisc¬ 
ing With Lee Stewart,” a regular 
feature in the Rowan County 
News written by Morehead’s 
grand old man and retired reve¬ 
nue agent, school teacher, etc. We 
quote: 

“I do not remember of any 
teacher having gone to college 
when I began teaching in out 
sections of the Elastem Kentucky 
mountains.” 

“Many country teachers were 
fluent speakers, later becoming 
lawyers. They would make 
speeches during the week and 
participate in debates that were 
highly interesting.” 

“At a winter school, where I 
was the assistant, we had de¬ 
bates each Friday night in which 
the teachers participated. This 
program also consisted of marches 
by smaller children and songs 
and recitations. We had a full 
house of parents and visitors 
every Friday. 

“In those days we didn’t know 
a forward pass from a field goal 
but on parliamenary law we 
could compete with the best mod¬ 
ern-day teaching. We were pretty 
good on elocution, too.”

The above lines could probably 
apuply to anyone’s efforts at writ¬ 
ing poetry. The mind is a cage in 
wtiich winged thou^ts are im¬ 
prisoned, beating their wings 
against the bars of wards. Seldom 
do such thoughts find an exit, 
word that will give 


one should not be consciously 
concerned with the rules of gram¬ 
mar and poetry. But when the 
poem is written, it is a grave and 
amateurish mistake to consider it 
complete and finished, ready to 
t.vpe and mail to an editor, f am 
not saying that it is impossible to 
write a good poem on the first 
trial, but 1 am saying that such a 
poem rarely comes into being so 
easily. 

AUter writing comes the trans¬ 
posing and the juggling of lines, 
words and phrases. Here the dic¬ 
tionary, the thesaurus, the book 
of synonyms should be employed; 
'here the meter and the rhyme 
should be smoothed out; here the 
grammar should be considered. 
The poem should be read silently 
over and over, then it should be 
read aloud several times so that 
any imperfections in sound may¬ 
be corrected. If the poem is .sent 
to an editor, consider it a favor 
if he suggests ways of improving 
it. The editor may be wrong, but 
it is more likely that he is right. 
Remember that every poem may 
be revised many times before the 
poet or the editor of a magazine 
is satisfied with it.

DI.ARY OF LIVING 
By .Alma Robison Higbee 
Lathrop, Missouri 

Looking back, it seems strange 
that I, who had known the frag¬ 
rance of country air and the 
wide country skies, should have 
lived so long in the teeming city, 
but sometimes we find that life 
shapes the pattern of our living 
and it was so in my case. Never 
a spring but what I longed for 
the feel of clean earth in my 
fingers, and the thrill of watching 
things grow, and yet, for more 
than twenty-five years, I lived 
on a wide, tree-lined street where 
I knew only three families, the 
one on either side of me and one 
directly across the street. The 
others I knew when I saw them 
but never knew their names, and 
had no speaking acquaintance 
with them. 

That may sound anti-social, 
but living in a city, one measures 
time on the face of a clock. In 
the little country time where I 
now live, time is measured by 
the time the neighbor woman 
comes in with a shawl over her 
head, bringing a blue plate of 
cookies, or by the time the chick¬ 
adees sit swinging on a morning 
bough waiting to be fed. Here 
we know the neighbors up and 
down the street, and if you are 
confined to the house with a cold 
for one day, the next brings a 
shower of get well cards. Nice 
people. I had all but forgotten 
how kind people can be. 

When mother fell, more than 
a year ago, we call^ an ambu- 
ance that operates in our little 
to\yn, as part of the equipment 
of the funeral home at Plattsburg, 
nine miles away. We expected to 
pay at least $30.00, but to my 
surprise, when we reached Kan¬ 
sas City, the forty miles trip cost 
$7.00. 

When I asked the young mor¬ 
tician who drove it, how he came 
to choose that profession, he said 
it was because in times of trou¬ 
ble a family needs a friend. 

My father was a fox hunter and 
always kept a number of fox 
hounds around the place and I 
still love them. Last summer, 
during the hot weather, 1 kept 
a dishpan of water in the yard 
under the cedar tree, where fox 
hounds, returning from hunting, 
could stop and refresh them¬ 
selves. Foxes and coons are very 
numerous here and hounds are 
plentiful. Hunting here is more 
necessity than sport, for foxes do 
a great deal of damage on the 
farms. One farmer lost his entire 
flock of hens, before he got a 
couple of hounds and a gun. 

During the summer, a young 
hound came and took up his 
board with us. He was very thin
